We will have Free Hand-Outs including coins and a Special Convention 
Edition of TEC News. I have accumulated a large amount of over-runs 
from previous orders and saved them especially for hand-outs in 
Chicago. Similar donations from others would be appreciated.

I have written about the “Doodlebug n elongate in the oast. David J. 

Singer, the roller, said that it was a kiddie ride at the 1933-34 

Chicago Fair. He rolled some, but never kept one for himself, nor did 

he ever describe it in any publication. David said that the elongate 

wasn’t selling so Bert Elmer, the engraver, cancelled it for another 
select ion.

The "Bug" ride was a wavy trip inside a canvas caterpillar over a 

circular track. The catapult, a flat ride spins us around and around 
in a round basket car. 

A letter from a reader provides the following about the ride called 
the "Bug". It consists of two-person cars in series covered by tarp 
painted to look like a caterpillar. As I recall, the ride wasn’t very 
scary or impressive. I rode it with mv sister once and even the cover 
came down. It didn’t interest us. So we never rode it again. I 
remember the ride emitted lots of noise, horns, sirens and looked 
attractive from the outside. Among mv souvenirs is my 50 admission 
tickets to the fair. They were in a leatherette case, with my picture 
and signature, so others couldn’t use it, and cost $7.50 or 15* a 
ride. I used all but 17 tickets. My photo was the type you get in a 

little booth of a dime store (they had no poiaroids then) and the fair 
imprint around the border.

Anyway, the end result is that I completed the list and am sending the 
results off to Angelo today. I also have a few listings available for sale. 

There are actually two parts, one a numerical price list and the other is a full 
size picture of the coin with the number and die maker specified. I used the 
actual film positives in most cases, and for the older dies that Adam cut, I 
made a rough drawing of the die and photo copied the coin also. It makes 
identifying very easy. The dies start back with the ring I used at the 1980 
Winter Olympics and go through the last two dies that I made this year. The 
Kentucky Derby (dated May4,1991), and the Preakness (dated May 18,1991). This 
listing is for sale for 85 and that will include postage and five coins, my 
choice of designs. I will surely include a couple of Adam's coins. 

I suggested to Angelo that his latest addition be of a loose leaf style, so 
that yearly updates could be purchased at a modest cost and inserted into the 
proper section. Additional binders could be purchased from him as the work 
grows. continued ..........

I hate to point this out but, the work could also be continued by others in 
the event of his demise. Going over Adam's work made me aware of how transient 
life is. Angelo's first book is definitely something to behold and should be in 
every collector's library. It does have a hefty, though not inappropriate, price 
tag. I told him that I think the loose leaf style would appeal to more members 
and the general public because it would have only modern issues, which cost less 
and are more readily available to serious collectors, as well as to hobbyists. I 
urge the TEC membership to write to Angelo and let him know which type of 
follow-up book you would be interested in. Another definitive study, nicely 
bound at high cost, or a living , growing, loose leaf style at moderate cost. 
Tell him what YOU would buy. and then follow through and buy it when he is done. 

1 am afraid that with the number of machine out there, and the number of 
dies being made, Angelo would be another ten years getting all of the new info 
together and still be behind the moment he publishes!! All current die makers 
could send him a monthly listing and he could publish a yearly filler every 
March or so. The work would always be current and everyone would have a wealth 
of information at their fingertips. What do you think? I suggest a postcard to 
Angelo, and when writing. If you need a response, send a stamped self addressed 
envelope along. Looking up and filling out addresses can be a real chore while 
answering a bunch of letters, stamps add up too. It is only 29 cents, but if you 
have to answer twenty letters, it gets expensive. So just 3end him a message to 
indicate your preference, go with a postcard and don't expect a reply. He can 
put a letter in the TEC news. Isn't that what the newsletter is all about, let's 
use it to it's fullest potential. I hope that all of you are not as lengthy as I 
am or we will go bankrupt! 

Reviewing my coins,I took all the coins that were too short, too long, 
tarnished, or zinc and threw them into a bucket, a BIG BUCKET , I estimate 11,000 
coins ! From now on, I am only going to use solid copper and insure that every 
coin is a 100% print. If a coin comes out a little too long, or a little short 
of a full border, it will hit the bucket. If you order any coin from my open 
rolls, they will all be bright copper with full prints. The coins from sold or 
cancelled dies still have some zinc, brown coppers, and in a few cases less than 
full borders. From the BUCKET, I am offering 100 coins for just $16.00. Send $20 
and I will include my catalogue and price list, $35/200 + cat, $49/300 +■ cat 
$62/400 + cat., and $70 gets 500+ catalogue. Shipping and insurance is included. 
Dealers can, call for larger quantity discounts. A great way to pick up some of 
Adam's work at cheap prices if you don't mind them being tarnished, zinc, or a 
little too long or short.

Because of the new interest in the elongated coin, which all began 
in 1965 with the release of Dow's book listing older specimens, many 
of the olden pieces began to surface soon after the book's publica¬ 
tion. These were quickly identified as "unlisteds." A new idiomatic 
word was born!! 


In the 1970s, the unlisted elongated was a tremendous and exciting 
phenomenon in the world of collecting elongateds. There was a wild 
scramble to possess these elusive ovalized coins of a past era. And 
because of the high enthusiasm many had fetched some outlandish 
prices. - Although not as dramatic as 20 years ago, unlisted speci¬ 
mens are still emerging even though more than 435 have been listed 
in books by Lee Martin & Dow "YESTERDAYS ELONGATEDS" (1981) and A. 
A. Rosato's "ENCYCLOPEDIA OF THE MODERN ELONGATED." (1990). 

Presently, there are dea¬ 
lers of exonomia material 
that include elongateds 
and who have listings 
offering a preponderance 
of various elongated 
coins. The problem is, 
however, among the large 
assortment there are a 
great many "modern" elon¬ 
gateds being offered as 
" unlisteds ." At first 
thought, because of the 
connotation in reference 
to older specimens, many 
are being sold as unlist¬ 
ed when actually they 
are not , and at ridicu¬ 
lous prices! For example, 
in a recent listing, a 
modern elongated produced in 1965 is being offered as an unlisted 
for an unprecedented price of $13.50. Hundreds of these were made 
and the die to this day is still "open" and not destroyed. The 
specimen should be offered for no more than 75b. 

As the author of my new book, illustrating thousands of specimens 
produced from the 1960s on up, more than 100 modern elongateds list¬ 
ed in the book are being offered on dealers listings as unlisteds 
and tragically at bizarre prices! This can be an absolute detriment

and an unfavorable circumstance in the hobby. A collector must keep 
in mind that thousands of elongateds have been produced since the 
last listing of over 4 000 specimens introduced and annotated in my 
book. - On the other hand, although sparce, there are olden elong¬ 
ateds that are still emerging. And, rightfully so, these unlisted 

pieces should continue to be listed and properly coded amonq the 
so-called "oldies." 

w 

Since 1965, most of the modern elongateds fabricated are those from 
known individuals. My book has a simple code system of three letters 
identifying the roller/producer and a numbering arrangement in 
accordance to sequence of when the elongated was first issued. The 
code system was designed specifically to separate the modern elong¬ 
ateds from those of older productions. It is a simple method to 
divide and prevent confusion between the new from that of the old. 

Much more can be said about the "modern" vs the "oldies," but due 
to lack of space it will have to wait for another writing. For now, 
a remaining word of caution is in order ■ to that which has been 
written herein. Moreover, of those members who have not yet invested 
in a copy of my book, please consider the significance of being able 
to identify and evaluate your elongated acquisitions. Be aware 
before you make that elongated purchase. Do not get involved or 
influenced by listings that are falsely representing the elongated 
coin. The money saved through the knowledge expressed in the book, 
will more than pay back its purchase price.
